Public Hearing – Local Law #  /2016 – Purchasing Based on Best Value  
Town Attorney Tagliafierro read the legal notice as it appeared in the newspaper.   Supervisor Fleming 
asked for comments or questions from the board and public, there were none.  
 
Resolution # 319 – Adjourn Public Hearing  
On a motion by Supervisor Fleming  
Seconded by Councilman Denbaum  
Resolved:  The public hearing on Purchasing Based on Best Value was adjourned to the meeting of  
November 1, 2016 for those interested in submitting comments or questions.

Resolution #320 – Authorizing Town to Hire Cornerstone Consultants – Develop a Lake Management 
Plan 
On a motion by Councilman Denbaum 
Seconded by Councilwoman McGlasson 

WHEREAS, the Town of Kent is in need of a Lake Management Plan to address the common 

issues that lakes in the Town of Kent are experiencing and improve water quality; and  

WHEREAS, Bruce Barber of Cornerstone Associates has submitted a proposal to prepare lake 

management plan, create an association of lake associations, seek funding sources to implement plan 

objectives and promote education by conducting seminars, meetings and circulating a newsletter; and  

WHEREFORE, Mr. Barber proposes to provide the above services in exchange for $750 per 

month ($9,000 per year);  

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes 

the hiring Cornerstone Associates to develop a lake management plan, create an association of lake 

associations, identify funding sources and provide educational programs to the Town of Kent, at a rate 

of $750 per month; and  

 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes the 
Supervisor to execute a contract to give effect to this resolution in a form acceptable to the Town 
Attorney.

Resolution #321 -  Authorization to Sell 1998 Scag Mower – Recreation  
On a motion by Councilman Denbaum 
Seconded by Supervisor Fleming 
         WHEREAS, the Director of the Town of Kent Recreation and Parks Department (the 

“Director”) advises that a certain 1998 Scag SWM-61/E walk behind mower which is in the inventory of 

the Recreation Department is no longer of use to the Recreation Department; and 

WHEREAS, the Director has recommended that the item be placed for sale by the Town of Kent 

Municipal Repairs Manager; and  
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WHEREAS, the Town Board wishes to accept the recommendation of the Director and authorize 

the Recreation and Parks Department to offer the 1998 Scag SWM-61/E walk behind mower for sale to 

third parties. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent, authorizes the Town of 
Kent Recreation and Parks Department to offer the 1998 Scag SWM-61/E walk behind mower for sale.

Resolution #322-  Replace Engine  20068 Scag Mower – Recreation & Parks  
On a motion by Councilwoman McGlasson 
Seconded by Councilman Chin 

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent has received a request dated October 17, 2016, 
from Louis Fernandez, the Director of Recreation and Parks, requesting to replace the engine on a 2006 
Scag Cub Cadet; and  
 
 WHEREAS, consistent with the Town’s Procurement Policy, the Town of Kent Recreation and 
Parks Department requested written proposals from contractors for a replacement engine for the 2006 
Scag Cub Cadet and received three quotes in response, copies of which are annexed hereto and 
incorporated herein by reference; and 
 
 WHEREAS, Equipatron submitted the lowest proposal in the total amount of $1,659.97; and 
 
 WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent wishes to accept the proposal submitted by 
Equipatron;  
 
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent  hereby accepts 
the proposal of Equipatron for a price not to exceed $1,659.97.

Resolution #323-  Purchase of a Crew Cab with Dump Assembly – Lake Carmel Park District  
On a motion by Councilwoman McGlasson 
Seconded by Supervisor Fleming 

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent has received a request dated October 3, 2016 

from the Town Municipal Repairs Service Manager, Nicholas Mancuso, to purchase a 2017 Chevrolet 

Crew Cab (the “Truck”) with dump assembly for the Lake Carmel Park District (“LCPD”), a copy of which 

request is annexed hereto and incorporated herein by reference; and  

WHEREAS, Section 103(16) of the General Municipal Law exempts from competitive bidding 

purchase contracts for apparatus, materials, equipment and supplies, through the use of contracts let by 

the United States or any agency thereof, any state or any other political subdivision or district 

WHEREAS, the Town Board has determined that there is a need to purchase the Truck; and 

wishes to authorize the LCPD’s purchase of the 2017 Chevrolet Crew Cab for a price not to exceed 

$41,214 through a contract awarded by the County of Rockland to Robert Green Truck Division pursuant 

to Contract #RC-2014-087;  and  

 WHEREAS, according to Mr. Mancuso, Chevrolet no longer constructs its trucks with the 

necessary equipment for dump assembly required by the LCPD, and, as such, a bid for the fabrication 

and installation of a dump bed has been obtained from Burquip in the total amount of $4,665; and  

 WHEREAS, according to Mr. Mancuso, Burquip is the only company that is able to fabricate and 

install the necessary dump bed;   

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes 

and approves the purchase of the Truck from Robert Green Chevrolet pursuant to the contract awarded 

by the County of Rockland at a cost not to exceed $41,214;  and 

 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent authorizes and approves 

the fabrication and installation of the dump assembly for the Truck from Burquip at a price not to 

exceed $4,665; and  
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 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes and 
directs the Supervisor to execute any and all documents necessary to give effect to this Resolution.

Resolution #324-  Offer Additional Health Insurance Choice for Retirees  
On a motion by Councilman Chin 
Seconded by Councilwoman McGlasson 

WHEREAS, the Town of Kent is in receipt of proposal from Dennis Fitzharris of Brown & Brown, 

wherein the Town would be able to offer a health insurance option to it medicare eligible retirees in 

addition to the current coverage through NYSHIP; and  

WHEREAS, the proposal is for a fully insured group retiree medical plan with no networks and 

Medicare Part D prescription coverage, underwritten by Transamerica Affinity Services, Inc. and offered 

through Benistar; and 

WHEREAS, adding this additional option will have no effect on the health plans of those retirees 

who opt to continue to be insured under NYSHIP; and  

WHEREAS, the Town Board believes it to be in the best interests of their retirees to offer this 

additional option; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby accepts 

the proposal of Dennis Fitzharris of Brown & Brown to offer an additional option for health insurance 

coverage to its medicare eligible retirees; and  

 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby authorizes the 
Supervisor to execute a contract to give effect to this resolution in a form acceptable to the Town 
Attorney.
